Reasons For Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art of record fails to disclose a driver circuitry including processing means (1 14,1 16) 
for processing brightness signals from the light-dependent devices of each pixel, 
wherein the processing means is adapted to derive from a plurality of different 
brightness signals from each pixel a threshold voltage for the drive transistor of the 
pixel and information relating to the performance of the display element. 

as required in claims 1 and 21 . 

3. The remaining dependent claims are allowable for at least above reason.
